THE CHINESE. 

The recent memorial of the Cliiuesa ix- 
Bidents in California to Le afToraed facili- 
tioa for roluiniug to lUo Fljwory King- 
dom, and for tho abrogfttiou of tho treaty 
bstwecu China and tho United States, 
wbcreby the citizens of oach contracting 
powci are i)wmittcd free access to tho 
r.-spectiv6 cuuati icH with the prmlega of 
trading at any of the porta thereof, is a 
noteworthy document. The Oaliforni* 
Chinese have been cruelly treated, nnd 
the recent riolsao thoroughly domor.ili/.cil 
them that in a moment of panio the mo- 
morial-wae presented. No cbargo tliat 
ooald possibly bo brought against the 
Celestials would justify the employment 
ofofifeusivo moans. Whatovor may bo 
John's fanlts aggrcssivonoHs is not among 
tb*m. Ho isgenorally poiiceablo and hnv- 
abiding, and when ho dooH break through 
tho rcMraint the la-.v impOBSO on him it is 
almost invRi iiibly found that his victim is 
one of his own countryman. He is indus- 
trious; frugal to tho verge of parsimony. 
Hikving no family to clothe, £eeduud edu 
cate, accustomed from infancy to tlic 
plainest food and tho most inexpensivo 
garments, the cost of his keep ia so light 
in comparison with what is reqnirod for 
the Bupport of a whito laljoror tliat he i- 
cnabled to work at a rate of wages on 
•vrhi jh the latter would starve, and so Chi- 
nese is gradually but surely supplanting 
•whito labor on the Pacific Coast. It Ts a 
knowledge of tho fact by tho white labor- 
ing classo» that they ore being syatem- 
atically elbowed out of the labor market 
that caused the recent riots at San Fran- 
cisco, and thoi-o led to the signing of tlio 
memorial by Chineso residontH. Ttiat tho 
memorial was earnestly meant, wo do not 
believe. Probably, before this it has 
been -withdrawn; but wo cannot help 
thinking that tlie "Hi.athen Ci inee" in 
propo.-ing to abrogate the trade reiations 
of the United Statt-n with Chiua has acted 
like a akillful politieiiiii and touched his 
adversary in his teudorost part. The 
AmerioauB don't want to abanJou an inch 
of the commercial advantugea they Lavo 
giiiiied, and commerco is Ab Sin's trump 
ca."d whi. Ii ho has played with much skill 
ngain-'t mob violence. A largo inflnx ol 
Chinanun to an Anglo-Saxon country i;) 
nn unmitigated o\il, aud wo should like to 
see some con.<ititutional method suggested 
for confining them to reasonable bound.^ 
in this country. But mob law will not do 
it. 



THE CITY HALL "WING." 

"Riches have wings;" so bns tlio pro- 
posed City Hall, as it would appear from a 
proposition mostod at the Council Cham- 
ber last; Wednesday evening to build "uno 
wiui;'' of that elaborate, eiponsivo and al 
together iu-advunee-uf-tho-titnos Htruc- 
tiiro. Tho day will ci uie. and shortly 
too, vio hope, when tho sehame of provid 
in g a Town Hall for the City Solona to 
legislate in will be seriously entertained 
by tho Ratepayers, and Trhen, peAops, the 
quesiiou of (-ite will also l»e considered j 
Wl^ep, Ruiepayers weie consulted 
" on the subject they returned a very oai 
phiitio "No," to tho proposition; and, 
surely, in tho fnco of that answer, tho pre- 
sent Council would not commit itself to 
tho construction of aTowr. Hall without 
fiiHt bLwiug uijt:iined tho pyrmission of 
tlio people who will havo to pay for it. Tlic 
City Hall pill may be sugarooated and 
wrapt up in a "public market;" but what 
would be tho use of a market if it wore 
jjlantcd in a jjhicn rcinoto from the busi- 
ness auil re.sidiiijtiul parts of thi) town '! 
Markets seek th3 jjoople, not jjfoplo the 
markets. Instead, thuroforo, of tbo secon 
dary con.sideralion of a uiurket providing 
an additional inducement to thu immedi- 
ate erection of the Town Hall, it can bo 
urged us a very titront; iirgiiiin'iit .ngainsi 
it, bi'cansQ cousuuicrs fruni iiU parls 
wmilil not putroTii/.i.' a inarkct lhat was 
(ilaced on tlui cii^o of thu city, like the 
binding on a coat, where it would prove 
very oi naiueiital but of no practical uso. 
Tho present Hall haH been d'-uouuced us 
a "disgrace to the City." Why? The 
rooms are cloau, comfortable, roomy, airy, 
and, al)i)V(3 anil t)ovoiid all, ceutrally lo- 
cated Fi- w families in Victoriii aro bet- 
tor housed thin tlio JIayor and City 
Ciiuneillors at St. .lanus iiall. Ji' tho ail 
vocates of tho "wing" are earneut in thuir 
di-sire for a public murkof, lot siioils lio 
er#-ct«'cl on ilio City lots; but don't involve 
the City in a heavy poriiiiiary liability for 
a Town iia 1 uiuli r the cloak (;f foiUidingn 
j)ublio uarlset. Don't borrow the li\(^ry 
ot heavon to si-rvc S»t.m in,orit may short- 
ly be foaud lhat Civic reTeuitua as well as 
riches and City ELubs, have wings!

An Extraordinary Lecture — Free Lore 
as a Science. 

Mrs. Lake commenced her leoture on 
Sunday by saying: 

" Principles are born, not made. If 
thoy woio dopondout either upon tho 
jiulgmontor tho caprice of mankind uni- 
vorsul pandoiiii>uii)m must inevitably en- 
sue, fiineo no two persons in the uiiiverso 
think or feel exactly alike. It Las been 
tho work of the tyrants in all ages to in- 
sist that they have bud God on their side, 
no matter what horrors have been com- 
mitted in his uume; but as tho invisible 
world has uenred man, faiut rays of trnth 
and liberty havo begun to peuotrate his 
brain, anil a few bravo souls have raisod 
their voices in dofouBO of human rights. 
Tho liberty of Man, for which I am to 
sjicak to-night, comprises tho right to 
think ri^ht, and the right to think wrong. 
Were this not so the ohuroh could justify 
itself for all the liorrors it has iuflioted 
for conHcienco s.alio." Tho lectuross then 
wi?nt on to say that liberty was .still a 
farce, although wo pratoagood deal about 
it, for what man or woman among us can 
speak out or act out his or her conviction 
of right, if contrary to tho provailiug cus- 
tom of thought, without elooiing him or 
herself to social martyrdom, and publio 
ostracnsm ? But I douy tho right of any 
person, or auybody whatsoever, to decide 
what iii right or what is wrong for any in- 
dividual man or woman. No one has a 
right to impugn tUo motive or destroy tho 
charaetor of his follow, because that ono 
hulds a eouvictitiu with wbioh he is not 
ill sympathy. There is no limit to a man's 
liberty so long aa ho does not infringe 
upon tho liberty of his fellow." Slio next 
reforroil to tho recent trial of Charles 
Bradlangli and Mine. Bo-ant, and cliarac- 
torizod tho action of tho English nation as 
moan aud cowardly in not permitting a 
Doblo man and woman, having the good 
of humanity at heart, to do what their 
conseioncos dictated. She claimed for 
m.m, in a slate of liberty, the right to 
hor person, her {jroporty, and her pur- 
suits, of which, sbo said, tho present mar- 
riage system deprived hor. She called 
tho marriage law a rolic of barbarism, and 
read the contract of Robert Dale Owen 
aud wife, drawn up in 1832, and showed 
how they tliou regardod it. Sho said that 
slio was glad tiiat sho could point to so 
noble and illustrious a man as Mr. Owon 
as endorsing the views she herself cnter- 
taiued. She went on to say that there is 
no danger in freedom, but tyranny over 
thought is what wo hare to fear. She ad- 
mitted that with a now social order there 
must come a new industrial and l eligious 
one also; and this is what wo need if tho 
attittide of the unea-ty millions to day has 
an J- significance. She demanded for chil- 
dren a wolcomo into society, ao matter 
under what conditions they were born, 
and denounced the habit of regarding 
motherhood us a shame unless it had been 
sanctioned by tbo Church. Sho accused 
Mr.'!. Gniudy of destroying the lives and 
happiness of thousand i of j-oung womon, 
who bad been guilty of no crime, savo 
that of obeying Gotl's law. Sho buid of 
LoTe: ' "Ah 1 sacred and Bolemu theme! It 
is tho anchor to the soola of loyal and 
brave men, and delicate and lovely wo- 
men. Had I tho fancy of tho poet, or the 
pencil of tho artist, I would n^o them to 
embellish und dignify this master passion 
of the human soul." In closii.j;, alio mado 
a plea for more toleration of othar.s' opin- 
ions, as the first atep towards hastening 
on the liberty of Man, Woman and Child.

John, youngest son of 
tho late Lord St. John of Bletaoe, with 
Adeline, third daughter of Vice-Admiral 
Farqiii;ar, Carlogia House, was celebrated 
on tlio 11th inst., in Cnrist Episcopal 
Ciiurcli, ICiucardino O'Nt-il.

If Paris baa been twenty or more years 
in coruiug to the front, in regard to the 
construction of tramways, it may now be 
said that sho is ])rocoeding with a most 
remarkable rapidity, Some twenty inilos 
have been inaugurated and aro in opera- 
tion, crowded with passengers, and an- 
other lot of equal length is about to bo 
constructed.

0on bo opened up, 
which will radiate from mcuo central po- 
sitions. Many of these new linen have 
boen conceded to tho General Omnibus 
Company, wiiich evidently sees looming 
in tho future tho replacing of their lum- 
bering vehicles by the handy and com- 
fortable tram-car. 



Bafting Extraordinary. 

New York. Aug. 1 -George E. Young 

k Son, spar and mast makers of Bos- 
ton, Lit' Iv purchased a large aiock of 
spais m IJainilton, Out., and. to save ox- 
penso of shipping tin in by rail to Boston, 
determined to ll nd them in a r.ift by way 
of New York and Long Island Sound. 
This ia an exceedingly arduous undeitak- 
iug, as will be eeen when it is remembrr- 
ed bow many coasting vessels are wreck- 
ed annually between New York and Bos- 
ton, und that these are much better litled 
for an encounter wiih the waves than a 
raft of long unwieldy spurs bound to- 
gether by chains. The spars were bound 
together iu a raft, wliicli left Hamilton, 
Out., un the IStli June, in tow of the M. 
A. Munsun, for Osw"go. Wuen it reach- 
ed there ou the follottiiig Saiurday it 
was ut ones foiled ncee.-saiy to bn uk it 
iu uivi-ions, so that it would pass through 
till) Oswego und Erie caiiiils to Troy. In 
this way part has already pusaeii through 
tho canals and the rest is on its way. 
When all the sjiai s have arrived in Troy 
thoy will be made into a r.ifl ouo hundred 
ami fifty feet wide and three hundred or 
four hundred feet long, which will be 
tdceii to New York by tugs. Here the 
onifit will betaken ajmrt onco more and 
will be rebuilt with tho greatest care, 
iron chiiii.is replacing the withes, wijioii 
nro consiilereil si i ong enough for ils pas- 
sage down tho river. It wi l then be 
tukeii through the Enst river into the 
Sound iiud uronud to Boston. The open 
ocenn of Cape Ood is not fenrod BO much 
as tlie heavy swell at Point Judith. The 
freight oil spars fiom I'roy to Roston by 
rail would not be niueh less lhanSOo, and 
it is expccte 1 that .s'J.OOO will l,e saved 
by this mo lo of shipment, if the raft ar- 
rives i.afoly at Hosion. 'Iho portion of 
tho route from New York is the only part 
where mishaps are bke y to occur. Rafts 
of limber largi-r than this are sent down 
the rivers of M dne cn-eiy sining, and oc- 
casionally taken from Port land to lioslou 
via the i-o.i. Si Y''r.U lois of timber h.ave 
been sent to B 'Ston from New Y'ork 
through the Sound, but old boalmeu say 
this is the biggest venture yet.
